LONDON, Aug. 20.—It has now been definitely established 
‘the White Star line announced this afternoon, that only two 
Americans who were aboard the Arabic are unaccounted for. 
These are Dr. Edmond F. Wood and either Mrs. Josephine Bru- 
_ guiere or Louis Bruguiere. The name of Louis Bruguiere appears 
on the American Embassy’s list of the paved. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The official details upon which 
President Wilson will décide whether the sinking of the White 
Star liner Arabic was an act deliberately unfriendly to the United 
States were still lacking this afternoon. President Wilson left the 
White House early to motor to Philadelphia to visit his oculist and 
motor back to the capital this evening. He arrived in Philadelphia 
at 1:45. | :

These were provided with blankets when 
they were taken from boats and rafts by 
the crews of the rescue ships. A nmm- 
ber of those saved were picked out of 
the water and arrived here in their sea- 
woaked clothing. The people of Queens- 
town gave them every possible atten- 
tion and provided fresh outfits for many 
of thers.

Little Relief Can Be Given on Lines Which Are 
Flooded Until Water in River Des 
Peres Valley Recedes.

FOREST PARK IS 
CLOSED TO AUTOS; 
BRIDGES UNSAFE 


An order closing Forest Park to all 
vehicles was issued at 1:30 this after- 
noon by Park Commissioner Cunliff, 
after he had found, in a tour of inspec- 
tion, that three bridges were washed 
away, and others were unsafe. 

Cunliff was stalled in his automobile 
in deep mud at Lindell and De Baliviere 
avenues, and relayed his message to the 
city hall by means of park workmen, 
who telephoned his order from the Jcf- 
ferson Memorial. 

The order for the closing of the park 
cut off the route by which many auto- 
mobilists expected to get to their homes 
inf the suburbs. This was by the Clay- 
ton road, the east part of which runs 
through the park. At last reports the 
rbidge over the River des Peres, on 
the east section of this road, was in 
good condition, but the park authori- 
_|tles said it should be approached with 
care. 

At 2 o'clock automobiles were still 
running west over the Clayton road 
through the park, and it was predicted 
that, in spite of the order, the use of 
that part of the park would be grant- 
ed so long as the bridge near the 
Mounted District Police Station appears 
secure. 


Street car service to outlying districts 
was disorganized on seven lines by 9 
o’clock today. The section west of the 
River Des Peres and in many parts of 


St. Louis County were without car 
service after that hour. 

President McCulloch of the United 
Railways, at 2 p. m. said no relief 
could be expected until the flood in, 
the River Des Peres valley had _ re- 
ceded somewhat. | 

On the Olive-Delmar line service was 
kept at fairly regular schedule until 9 
o’clock, When the River des Peres went 
over Delmar boulevard at the Wabash 
Station. Thereafter Delmar cars were 
run west only to Hamilton avenue. 
Thére was no possibility of this line 
being opened up tonight. 

Early in the morning the Olive-Uni- 
versity cars maintained regular sched- 
ules, but by $9 o'clock traffic was dis-

Hundreds Are Forced to Abandon 
Their Homes—Many Rescued 
From Second Stories and Roofs 


RIVER DES PERES RUNNING 
ACROSS DELMAR BOULEVARD 


Firemen Assist Police in Rescue— Wabash. 
Frisco and Missouri Pacific Suspend Trains 
—Rainfall of Nearly Six Inches 
Breaks 24-Hour Record. 


Ad all-night rain, which continued steadily during the morn. 
ing and which likely will continue into the night, flooded large 
éreas in many parts of the city, caused hundreds of residents to! 
tlee from their homes in boats in the valley of the River des Peres 
end marooned towns in St. Louis County by stopping railroad, 
street car and automobile traffic. 

The rainfall was the heaviest in the city’s history for a 24-hour 
period. In the 19 hours, between 7 o’clock last night and 2 6’elock 
this afternoon, the rainfall was 5.82 inches. The previous record 
for & 24-hour period was 5.08 inches, which fell in 9 hours and 23 
minutes on. July 7 and 8, 1898. 


Following were the striking features on the flood: 

Wabash trains through the west end were discontinued, as was 
service on the Missouri Pacific and Frisco main lines through the south- 
western part of the city. “A 

Delmar cars did not run west of Hamilton avenue. University cars 
ran to Euclid and McPherson avenue, and then were routed over the 
Delmar lins to De Baliviere avenue. Manchester cars were not operated 
west of King’s highway. Market street cars, westbound, stopped at 
King’s highway. Cherokee cars stopped at Itaska street. The Kirk- 
wood-Ferguson line was discontinued: There were no Creve Goeur ¢ars 
between De Baliviere avenue and Vinita Park. Eastbound Creve 
Coeur cars stopped at Vinita Park, and transferred passengers to the 
Page line * dinky.’’ .

In the Washington Heights district, west of De Baliviere avenue and |

The overflow filled the Wabash right-of-way ' 
both north and south of the station, and on Delmar boulevard reached ° 
east to within 50 yards of Hamilton avenue and west for a block beyond 
the Wabash station. | 

A considerable portion of Forest Park was inundated. 

The flooded area in the southwestern section was about four miles 
long and varied in width from a half mile to a mile. It included sec- 
tions of ‘the communities of Benton, Greenwood, Maplewood, Linden- 
wood and Gratiot : 

All boats in Forest, Carondelet and O’Fallon parks, by order 6f 
Mayor Kiel, were hauled in Park Department auto trucks to the flooded.

The fire department assisted in the rescue, and in some instances 
was called upon to haul stalled automobiles out of flooded streets. 

_ The River Des Peres also was out of its banks in Carondelet, the 
southern part of the city, where the fire department took 115 persons 
from their flooded homes. Gravois Creek, in Luxemberg, St. Louis 
County, also rose out of its banks.

Delmar boulevard was like a canal, 
and the Wabash track was a torrent. 
A train from Omaha was stalled 4 
short distance north of Delmar Station 
but most of the passenggrs left before 
the water got so deep as to imprisoa 
them. 

The summer shelter, across the street 
from the station, was washed away, 
and there was fear that the station it- 
self, an old frame building, would go 
down before the flood. The last of the 
employes left the station, with the help 
of policemen, about 10 o’clock. 

Firemen with ropes and ladders, po- 
licemen ‘with rubber boots and employes 
of coal yards along the Wabash track 
carried on a rescue work which ex- 
tended from the station north along the 
tracks and to Hodilamont avenue, 
where many dwellings stand on com- 
paratively low ground. 

Men, women and children maroone4 
in the station were taken out by the 
firemen, who threw a ladder across from 
higher ground, and then waded through 
the torrent, holding with one hand to 
the ladder above, and with the other 
hand to the person they were rescuing. 
Some men went over without assist- 
ance. A crippled man was being helped 
across by a fireman when they were 
swept away, and but for the rope to 
which they clung one or both would 
have been drowned. 

Men Climb Tree for Safety. 

When the water rose around the sta- 
tion building, two men became alarmed, 
and going outside, climbed into a tree 
just north of the station, although thoy 
might, with hardly more trouble, have 
wadéd to higher ground. As the water 
rose, they climbed higher in the tree, 
and when the firemen came, the two 
were in the top branches. 

The firemen threw a ladded across to 


' @ point near the tree and by the use of 


ropes, got the two men out of their in- 
creasingly dangerous position. One of 
the men left his coat in the tree. 

The Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co., on 
Cates avenue near the track, removed 
its horses to higher ground when the 
water began to come into the stables. 
Farther north the plants of the Wag- 
ner Electric Co. and the Fulton Iron 
Co. had to shut down active operations 
when the water rose so high as to 
threaten their boilers. 

Policemen and coal yard employes, 
wading through waist-deep water, 
which ran at such a rapid rate as to 
be almost impassable except by a 
strong person, helped families in the 
Hodiamont. avenue houses to escape, 
and got them to the Suburban Hotel, | 
on ple avenue.

While motor vehicles could not be 
driven through the flooded streets, some 
persons driving horses fared no better 
A horse drawing a plumber’s wagon fell 
in the street at De Baliviere and De 
Giverville avenues and was drowned 
while the driver, struggling with the 
animal in water up to the man’s knees, 
tries to save him. 

Fire Horse Nearly Drowned, 

A fire department hose cart was called 
to Maple and Hodiamont avenues to aid 
in rescue work to the west of that point. 
One of the horses fell in the water, and 
the firemen had all they could do to 
keep it from drowning. They were un- 
able to get the wagon farther. 

West ‘Cabanne court, an extension of 
Cabanne avenue beyond Hamilton ave- 
nue, which is occupied by negro fam- 
ilies, was under water, and the families 
left their homes and sought shelter with 
other negro families living on higher 
ground. 

The backing up of water in sewers 
caused a part of the street flood. In the 
basement of Cafferata’s cafe, Delmar 
and Hamilton avenues, the water was 


reported to be four feet deep, and all. 


surrounding business establishments suf- 
fered in the same way. Some firms 
which use their basements for storage 
hired men, at liberal emergency wages. 
to remove the goods to the first floor or 
higher. 

At Berlin and De Baliviere avenues, 
north of the Wabash crossing. and of 
the park entrance, many automobiles 
were stalled, and one Ford machine, 
standing in a depressed place at the 
side of the street, was almast com- 
pletely submerged. 

A Rock Island train was stalled near 
the De Baliviere avenue crossing. Look- 
ing into the park west of Jefferson Me- 
morial it was seen that the public golf 
links were under a foot or more of 
water. 

At the Hamilton avenue crossing of 
the Wabash, west of River des Peres, 
the water rose to the eaves of the 
crossing watchman’s house.

At 9 a. m. the 
roadway of this bridge was one and 
one-half feet under water.

Fifty Horses Marooned. 

The southwestern section of Forest 
Park was submerged. Fifty horses in 
a city stable in that section of the park 
vere imprisoned by the flood. In the 
hurry to rush out boats for rescue work 
in the submerged district park employes 
did net take time to ascertain if any 
of the horses were drowned. 

Though the flood was worst in the 
low-lying regions in and around Green- 
wood, the high water caused damage 
and inconvenience throughout the riv- 
er’s winding course through the city. 
Districts never before known to have 
been flooded were under water. 

Manchester avenue from Macklind 
avenue to the city limits, a distance of 
17 blocks, was completely submerged, 
the water ranging in depth from four 
feet to seven feet. 

A swift current swept through the 
street, making wading extremely dan- 
gerous. Samuel Sullens, a foreman for 
the Hydraulic Press Brick Co., Wwas 
swept from his feet when he attempted 
to Gross Manchester aventte near Mack- 
lind avenue. Other men pulled him 
from the water. 


One of the many wild rumors in cir- 
culation was that six persons had been 
drowned at Winona and Wabash av- 
enues, in Maplewood. Firemen we:<« 
called there. Truck No. 18, respondin< 
to the call, ran into a ditch, but none of 
the firemen Was injured. Another truck 
was sent for to complete the run. : 

Man and Wife Taken From Roof, 

Thirty .persons were rescued from 1 
houses in the neighbqrhood of Canter- 
bury and Tremont avenues. Near Oli 
Manchester road and Ecoff avenue 200 
fled from their horaes and 50 were res- 
cued by policemen and firemen. 

* William Heidbrink and his wife were 
clinging to the roof of their home in 
Maplewood at ll a. m.

SEWERS FLOODS 
THE WEST END 


Inspectors Fear Tunnels May Be 
Undermined and Collapse; 
Emergency Crews Assembled. 


Flooded sewers were responsible fo” 
most of the trouble in the West En‘ 
Director of Public Utilities Hooke had 
his men out over the affected district 
early in the forenoon and received con- 
stant reports of serious conditions which 
there seemed to be no way to improve. 

All over the West End the sewera 
were full of water, which backed int) 
the streets at manholes. In many 
houses the water in the drains was s0 
high that the sinks would noi carry of* 
any waste. 

The inspectors reported at 11 o'clock 
that the sewers themselves had not beer 
seriuusly damaged. ‘Ihe greatest dan- 
ger was that the ground around them 
might become so saturated with sur- 
face water that the tunnels might be 
undermined and collapse. Emergency 
crews were kept waiting for such 
eventualities, although Director Hooke 
declared he did not know what they 
could do until the rain subsided. 

Parkview was practically isolate’. 
Backwater from the sewers flooded all 
the streets leading into it. In some 
places it was too deep to wade with 
safety. 

Conditions were especially bad aiong 
IAndell drive west of De Baliviere av- 
enue. Here the water backing into 
vacant property formed a great lake. 
Dast of De Baliviere paving stones 
were washed loose and lay hidden un- 
der more than a foot of water, where 
they frequently “submarined” autos, 
compelling them to stop. 


Some cars had to be abandoned. In 
other cases, where the machines wer: 
rot equipped with self-starters, the 
owners frequently had to get into wa- 
ter Knee deep and crank their ma- 
chines. — 


Assistant Health Commissioner Jor- 
dan said that persons whose cellars are 
flooded by sewer backwater need not be 
alarmed over health conditions, as 
there was virtually no danger so long 
as the water was flowing. When it sub- 
sides, he said, every property owfier 
ought to wash ‘the cellar free of mud 
with a hose. 

He should then notify the Health De- 
fartment, which would disihfect the’ 
place. He advised that this work be 
entrusted to hie department instead of 
being undertaken privately, as the da. 
partment could do the work mofe thor- 
oughly.

Animal Cages Flooded. 

Eight inches of water cover the floor 
of the bird: cage. The covers of the 
monkey cage had been drawn so that 
it was impossible to sée how much wa- 
ter was in it, but it was plainly awash. 
The bear pits were filled. 

The lagoon east’of Art Hill has over- 
fioowed into the drive, which is prac- 
tically impassible. The lake near the 
pagoda and tennis courts is way out of 
normal bounds. 

The Grand Drive is covered with 
water in many places. East of the 
Mounted District Police Station the 
water is two feet deep in the road, and 
gn automobile has been abandoned 
there. The lower part of the Triple A 
golf links is under water. The Triple A 
tennis courts appear to have been badly 
damaged. The road east of the Triple 
A, where there is a ravine, is full of 
water. 

The St. Louis Fly Casting Club build-

Lake Out of Banks. 

Wabash Lake, near Lindell boulevard 
and Lake avenue is out of its banks, 
but here no serious damage as yet has 
been done.

5,24 INCHES OF 
RAINFALL HERE 
IN 22 HOURS 


Precipitation in Last Four Months 
Has Reached a Total of 
32.53 Inches. 


The rainfall, which began at 1 p. m. 
yesterday. and continued incessantly 
throughout the night and this morning, 
came from ah arm of the great Gal- 
veston storm, which swept northward 
from Texas, and this morning envel- 
oped all of Southern and Eastern Mis- 
souril, Arkansas, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Southern Illinois and Southern Indiana. 

The rainfall from 1 p. m. yesterday 
until 11:30 a, m. today totaled 5.24 inches, 
of which .04 of an inch fell between 
1 p. m. adn 7 p. m. yesterday, 3.05 inches 
from 7 p: m. yesterday to 7 a. m. 
and 2.15 inches between 7 a. m. and 
11:30 a m. 

The rain continued throughout the 
morning at the rate of nearly half an 
inch fall an hour. 

The greatest previous rainfall in 24 
hours shown by the records of the 
Weather Bureau was on July 7 and 8, 
1898, when there was a precipitation of 
5.08 inches. All of that rafn fell during a 
period of 9 hours and 23 minutes. 

Wind Reached 42 Miles an Hour. 

The rain last night was accompanied 
by an east wind blowing at the rate 
of about 12 miles an hdur. But after 
10 p. m. the wind veered to the north- 
east, with increasing velocity, until this 
morning at 5:50 it was blowing at #2 
miles an hour. High winds throughout 
the day were predicted by the weather 
forecaster. 

The heavy storm comes as the after- 
math of one of the wettest seasons on 
record. The precipitation in St. Louis 
during May, June, July and up fo 11:30 
a. m. today of this month was 32.33 
inches, compared with a total precipita- 
tion of only 7.64 inches during the same 
period last year, including the entire 
month of August. 

Nearly Eight Inches This Month. 

There has been only one other summer 
since 1837 when there was a greatér 
rainfall than this year during the 
months of May, June, July and August. 
During the period of 1848 there was a 
rainfall of 40.28 inches, the greatest 
amount of precipitation ever recorded 
by the weather department. During 
June that year there was a precipitation 
of 17.07 inches. That was the greatest 
amount of rain that ever fell in any one 
month since the weather records have 
been kept. In May, 1844, ere was a 
precipitation of 1.26 inches,“which holds 
second place in the wet records. Ac- 
cording to the records, 188 was the 
wettest year, the precipitation being 
62.83 inches. 

The precipitation in May, this year, 
when the héavy rains began, ‘was 7.67 
inches; in June, 9.77 inches; July, 6.02 
inches, and August, to 11:0 a. m. today, 
9.07 inches,

NEW YORK, Aug. 2—Two Amer- 
icans were still unaccounted for today 
in the lists received here giving the 
names of those saved from the White 


sunk yesterday morning by a German 
submarine off the south coast of Ire- 
land. They were Dr. Edmund F. Wood 
of Janesville, Wis., and Mrs. Josephine 
L. Bruguiere, a wealthy American 
widow, who has been living in Europe 
for some years, but who is well known 
in New York, Newport and San Fran- 
cisco, 

The local office of the White Star 
Line had no record of the safety of 
two other Americans, James Houlihan 
of Philadelphia and Thomas Elmore oft 
New York, but the names of Houlihan 
and Elmore’ appeared on a list of 16 
American survivors received by the 
State Department at Washington from 
Louis C. Thompson, the United States 
Consul at Queenstown, Ireland. 

Up to 2 o’clock this afternoon, New 
York time, no further details as to the 
sinking of the Arabic had been received 
by the Associated Press since a dis- 
patch filed in Queenstown at 5:45 this 
morning (12:45 a. m. New York time) 
giving Capt. Finch’s account of the dis- 
aster. 

The only messages to come through 
from London concerned the American 
passengers on board the vessel. One of 
these was timed at 9 a. m and the other 
at 1:23 p. m., London time. 

The New York office of the White Star 
Line was equally without additional in- 
formation and reports from Washington 
set forth that the only two dispatches 
to be received by the State Department 
gave the fruits of no independent inves- 
tigation, merely transmitting reports o7 


LONDON, Aug. 20.—The best informa- 
tion now available indicates that a score 
or more persons lost their lives in the 
sinking of the White Star liner Arabic 
by a German submarine yesterday morn- 
ing off the south coast of Ireland. Thus 
far it has not been determined definitely 
whether any Americans are among the 
dead. Dr. Edmond F. Wood of Jane8- 
ville, Wis., and Mrs. Josephine 8. Brug- 
iere, an American, who had lived -in 
Europe for some years, are missing. 

The White Star announced this morn- 
ing that all but eight of the passengers 
had been landed at Queenstown. Four 
of these were said to be American. Ac- 
cording to information cabled to Wash- 
ington by Lewis C. Thompson, American 
Consul at Queenstown, however, Dr. 
Wood and Mrs. Brugulere are the only 
missing Americans. The other two— 
James Houlfhan of Philadelphia and 
Thomas Elmore of New York—were re- 
ported by Thompson to have seen saved. 

Nearly 400 Accounted For. 

In all about 400 of the 423 persons on 
toard the Arabic have been accounted 
for. The fate of the others is still in 
doubt, but as the hours lengthen since 
the Arabic met destruction hopes that 
the others may have been saved are 
fading. 

The announcement that all save eight 
of the passengers were rescued bore out 
earlier reports that the majority of the 
missing were members of the crew. 
Capt. William Finch, of the Arabic, 
gave testimony to the heroism of his 
enginers and firemen, several of whom 
remained at their posts to the last to

Star steamship Arabic, torpedoed and.

Warning. Captain Says 


A member of the crew of the Arabic 
said that when the steamer was struck 
she was going 16 knots, making for the 
Dunsley. When the torpedo struck a 
rortion of the ship was torn away and 
he saw the bodies of coal trimmers and 
of five engineers, whose watch was be- 
low, blown to pieces and into the sea@, 

Although the stcamer was torped sed 
in the forenoon, it was three o'clock In 
the afternoon before the last of the aur- 
vivors were picked up by the Primrose 
end Mongolian. 

Charles Pringle, of the Motor Co., iAm- 
‘ted, of Toronto, said that most of the 
passengers were Canadians. Discussing 
the work of rescue, Pringle said: 

“Tt was really marvelous that so many 
persons were saved. All‘ of the life 
boats were crowded when they were 
launched and some persons were thrown 
into the water. There were some pan- 
icky scenes, but the crew kept cool and 
rescued most of those struggling in the 
water.”’ 

The assistant purser of the Arabic 
said: “The torpedo hit near the engine 
room and the boilers of the steamer 
exploded. This accounts for the rapid- 
ity of her sinking. The captain was 
the last man to léave the ship. The 
boats were rowed about four and a mans 
hours before they were picked up.” 


White Star List Accounts for All 
but Two Americans on the Arabic

Inquiries sent to .the London office 
of the Associated Press early today 
have brought no reply and it is in-

Reports to the White Star Line Lere 
showed that 20 persons in all of those 
aboard the lost liner had not been ac- 
counted for.

The Arabic carried 423 persons when 
she left Liverpool Wednesday, 381 pas- 
sengers and 242 in her crew. 

A dispatch from Queenstown this 
morning safd on the authority of Cou- 
sul Thompson there were only 21 Amer- 
ican citizens among the Arabic’s pas- 
sengers. Advices received last nignt 
placed the number of Americans on 
board at 26. 3 

Dr. Wood, one of the Americans un- 
accounted for, is a leading Wisconsin 
surgeon. He was on his way home 
after completing a tour of duty for the 
Red Cross with the British hospital 
corps in Flanders. Mrs. Brugiiere be- 
fore her marriage was ee Josephine 
I. Sather. 

Her stepmother, Mrs. paves: K. Sath- 
er of San Francisco, left $700,000 to the 
University of California. She married 
the late Emile A. Bruguiere.

Harry F. Houston, Arrested 
for Setting Blaze, Impli- 
cates Proprietor. 


WAS TO BE PAID $500 


Harry F. Houston was arrested as he 
left a McKinley system car at the Salis- 
bury street station at 2 a. m. today and 
Jjater at the Angelica Street Police Sta- 
tion signed a writter confesion that 
he started the fire in the Hippodrome 
Hotel at Sixth and Walnut streets, 
April 28. 

In his confession he said that he was 
engaged by Harry Sadek, proprietor of 
the hotel, to make the elaborate prepa- 
rations for the fire which were revealed 
after the fire was extinguished. Sadek 
Was arrested at 6 a. m. at the hotel. 

Houston said that he became acquaint- 
ed with Sadek about eight years ago. He 
eaid that before the fire Sadek fre- 
quently complained to him that business 
was bad ay Y: finally expressed a. desire 
to arrange for the burning of the hotel. 
so that he could collect the insurance 
on the furniture. He finally agreed with 
Houston to burn the hotel for $500, he 
said. He was to be paid $50 as soon as 
the fire was over, he said, and $450 when 
the insurance claim was adjusted. 

_ Houston said that. Sadek purchased 

» large quantities of cheese cloth, which 
was placed inside the walls of all the 
rooms in the hotel. To do this, he said, 
it was necessary to have the few guests 
that remained at the hotel give up their 
rooms, 3 | 

Powder Taken From Gun Shells. 

A large quantity of shotgun shells 
were also purchased, he said, and the 

wder taken from them placed so that 

© spark made by pressing the electric 
bells in the various rooms would ignite 
it, and thus fire the cheesecloth. He also 
told of large quantities of gasoline and 
alcohol being placed in the hotel. 

The gasoline and alcoho! was placed 
in tubs and fruit jars amd left in va- 
rious parts of the building. According 
to Houston, Sadek removed the best of 
the furniture and other articles of value 
from the hotel before the fire. 

Houston said that on the morning ‘set 
for the fire Sadek went to his home, 4059 
De Tonty street, so that he could prove 
en alibi. Houston remained at the hotel, 
he said, and at 4 a. m. Sadek telephoned 
to him. Soon after, he said, he pressed 
the buttons in the office which connected 
with the bells in the § various 
rooms and started the § fire. ‘He 
said he did this without the 
knowledge of Thomas Haines, the night 
clerk. He said he met Sadek at Grand 
avenue and Olive street at 7 a. m. and 
was paid $45. He had received $5 the 

- night before, he said. 
Sadek Once Before Arrested. 

Sadek was arrested soon after the fire, 
and Houston left town. He was trailed 

by detectives to Granite City, East St. 
Louls, Dexter, Mo.; Cairo, Il., and back 
to Granite City, and then to St. Louis. 

Sadek's arrest followed the finding of 
cheese cloth like that found in the hotel 
in his garage at his home. The evidence 
did not connect him directly with the 
fire, however, and he was released pend- 
ing further investigation. 

Houston is said to have also confessed 
that he burned an automobile belonging 
to Sadek, at Grand avenue and Meramer 
Street, March iM, 1914. He said Sadek 
asked him to destroy the machine so he 
could collect the insurance.

Sewers in More Than 100 Places 

in Residence Districts Prove 
to Be Inadequate. 


A great area of East St. Louis was 
under water today. The sewer system, 
already disrupted by several cave-ins of 
the outlet sewer, was not operating in 
many places. The sewers in more than 
100 places in the _ residence districis 
proved inadequate te carry off the wa- 
ter, and it stceod deep in the streets. 
The flood gates of the levee have 
been closed, but little*trouble is expected 
from the river this week. 
The drainage canal at Sixty-fourth 
and State streets overflowed, and resi- 
dents of that neighborhood telephoned 
the Street Department at ‘9 a. m. for 
boats to get out of their houses. The 
entire area bounded by State street, 
the Day line tracks, Fifty-ninth and 
Sixty-seventh streets, is under water. 
People Move From Homes. 
Persons living on Nectar avenue be- 
tween Thirteenth and Eighteenth 
streets began moving out at midnight. 
Water stood several inches deep on the 
first floors of many of the houses this 
morning. . 
The water was two feet deep in the 
middle of Illinois avenue gat Twenty- 
second street at 9 a. m., and Cleveland 
avenue cars were stopped at the second 
railroad, belt. 
Several blocks of Twenty-second street 
and Ohio avenue, extending from where 
trey intersect, are under several inches 
of water. , 
Collinsville cars were unable to get 
farther than Waterworks Station, two 
from Collinsville. Washington 
Park cars were stopped first at King’s 
highway, and later at Fortieth street, 
a mile and a half from the end of the 


line. 
Light Wires Down, 


Light wires were down this morning 
at Seventeenth street and St. Louis ave- 
n Eighty-sixth and State streets, and 
Teenty-fitth street and Bond avenue 
causing darkness in Edgmont and all 
the Bond avenue district east of Twen- 
ty-fifth street. 

All seven pumps at the outlet sewer 
pumping station were operating this 
morning emptying the sewer and forcing 
the sewage over the levee. City offi- 
clals were grave over the possibility of 
more breaks in the outlet sewer, into 
which all other sewers empty. It is 
laid in many places on a bed of quick- 
sand, and one break in one of these 
rlaces would tie up the whole system. 

A call for help came to the East St. 
Louis police before noon from Sixty- 
fourth and State streets, where families 
were endangered in their homes. Street 
department wagons were sent, but the 
wat+c was found to be six feet deep 
ard the teams could not be used. Boats 
are being taken from Jones Park. The 
water is backing up from the drainage 
cajanl which crosses State street at that 
point. The tracks of the Belleville elec- 
tric line are under water, but the cars

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IS FREE FOR NEW EUROPE, 
SAYS GERMAN CHANCELLOR 


Enemies Must Ask for Peace, He Tells Reich 
stag; No Glittering Promise as to Poland 
— Defends Empire, Attacks Britain. 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 20.—The 
Reichstag assembled yesterday after- 
noon for a brief session, the chief busi- 
ness of which will be to vote a war 
credit of 10,000,000,000 marks ($2,500,000,000), 
which probably will be passed unani- 
mously, &s the Socialists have decided 
not to oppose the measure. 

The scene in the House when tlie 
members assembled was similar to that 


which had been presented at the ses- | 


sions since the war began, a large num- 
ber of the members appearing in their 
field gray uniforms. 

Dr. Johannes-Kaempf, the President, 
in opening the session, referred to the 
success of German arms in Russia as 
“bordering on the fabulous.” 

Grateful to Netherlands. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg, in 
reviewing the events since the last 
meeting of the House, spoke gratefully 
of the humanity of neighboring neutral 
states, especially the Netherlands, in the 
exchange of prisoners and their care. 

“TI express the heartfelt thanks of the 
German people to Holland and a word 
of special thanks to the Pope,’ who 
has displayed untiring sympathy with 
the idea of the exchange of prisoners 
and other work of humanity, and to 
whom belonged the main credit for their 
realization, said the Chancellor. 

The following account of the Chancel- 
lor’s speech was transmitted by wireless 
to the United States to escape the Brit- 
ish censor: 

Events Before the War. 

The Chancellor traced the history of 
European events leading up to the war. 

He unveiled what he said were at- 
tempts made by the enemies of Ger- 
many to conceal the whole truth 
from the nations at large and from their 
own people. This, he said; was proved 
by the incompleteness of the informa- 
tion given by the diplomats of entente 
allied countries to their own parlia- 
ments, and, he said, it showed that up 
to the present the complete truth was 
hidden and forbidden in the entente al- 
lied countries. The Chancellor added: 

“I never have concealed anything 
from the representatives of the Ger- 
man nation. I never had anything to 
conceal,”’ 

Dr. Von. Bethmann-Hollweg further 
discussed Poland's future and an- 
nounced that the previous zerman 
and Polish antagonism had been abol- 
ished. He said: 

“The present occupation of Poland is 
the beginning of an evolution which will 
lead the country, freed from the Rus- 
sian yoke, towards a brighter future 
and enable it to develop and cultivate 
its individual and national character.’’ 

Review of Military Situation, 

The Chancellor continued: “Since you 
assembled at the last session great 
things have happened. Again all French 
attempts to shatter our west front have 
failed in spite of the contempt for 
death and the reckless waste of human 
lives of the French. 

“Italy, our new enemy, who thought 
that she could easily take her neigh- 
bor’s coveted goods, has been splendid- 
ly repulsed in spite of a numerical su- 
periority and has made an immense 
sacrifice in human lives. 

‘“Unshaken and unshakable stands the 
Dardanelles front. 

‘‘We greet our faithful allies and ex- 
tend special greetings to the exalted 
ruler of the Danube, the monarch who 
yesterday entered upon his - eighty- 
sixth year. 

‘“‘We ourselves have taken almost all 
Galicia and a large part of Poland, 
Lithuania and Courland, and our lines 
everywhere, far advanced into the ene- 
my’s countries, stand like walls. We 
ourselves have strong armies free at our 
disposal for new enterprises. 

“Proudly and without fear we 
into the future.”’ 

The Chancellor, in insisting that the 
nations at war with Germany were at- 
tempting to deceive their people regard- 
ing the present real situation, declared 
that they were “incurring heavy blood 
gu‘h."’ and denounced what he declared 
to be a ‘“‘campaign of calumnies” con- 
ducted against Germany. 

“Our enemies,’’ he declared, ‘‘pretend 
that Germany was prepared for this 
war, since during its first year she was 
victorious, while her enemies, innocent 
and peaceful, were unprepared.”’ 


France’s “Proud Language.” 

The Chancellor recalled newspaper ar- 
ticles, published in the spring of 1914, 
at what he said was the instigation of 
Russian War Ministers, in which it was 
declared that Russia was completely 
prepared for war. 

He recalled also the ‘‘proud language’”’ 
used for years by France in connection 
with what he said was France’s demand 
that Russia should use for strategical 
purposes a large part of the money 
loaned her. 

He referred to the words of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey in the British Parliament, 
stating that in the event of war Great 
Britain's war preparations would en- 
able her to protect commerce to and 
from her shores, and Sir Edward's 
quoted declaration: “If we are engaged 
in war we shall suffer but little more 
than we shall suffer if we stand aside.” 

Scene in London Before War. 

The Chancellor quoted the words which 
he declared Sir Edward Grey spoke to 
the German Ambassador at London 
when the latter took leave of the Brit- 
ish Foreign Minister after the beginning 
of the war in August, 1914. 

“Sir Edward Grey,” said the Chancel- 
lor, emphasizing his words, “said that 
war between the two countries would 
make it possible that, at the conclusion 
of peace, he could render us more val- 
uable services than had England re- 
mained neutra!.’’ 

The Chancellor explained that he in- 
terpreted these words to mean that Pn- 
gland desired the friendship of a beater

jand weakened Germany as a counter- 


influence against powerful Russia. En- 
gland would be ready to use such a 
Germany—a weak country without in- 


| dustry and without a navy. 


The Chancellor's report of this scene’ 


in London caused a profound sensation 
in the Reichstag. 
Arraigns Great Britain. 

The Chancellor arraigned what he de- 
Clared was the English pretense that 
Great Britain was fighting in the in- 
terest of small neutral countries. 

“The legitimate commerce of neutral 
countries,’ he said, “has been strangled 
by England who forbids neutral ships 
to transport merchandise coming from 
or going to Germany, even if the mer- 
chandise is not contraband. Neutra! 
ships are forced to take English crews 
cn board on the high seas and do es 
they command. England occupied Greel: 
islands, without explanation, bec1iuse 
this is convenient for the liberty of the 
military operations of herself and her 
allies. 

“She tries, together with her allies, 
to force neutral Greece to concede ter- 
ritory to Bulgaria because thus she de- 
Sires to engage the latter nation on her 
side.’’ 

In Poland, Russia, fighting together 
with her allies for the liberty of 
nations, destroys before the retreat of 
her armies the whole country evacu- 
ated, burns villages, despoils harvests, 
expels the entire population of vil- 
lages and cities, Christians and Jews 
alike, turning them into desert coun- 
tries and lets them perish in the dirt 
of Russian roads or in tightly closed 
railroad cars, without windows. 

“This is the liberty; this is the 
civilization, for which our enemies 
are fighting.” 

The Chancellor enumerated all the 
cases where he found that England 
had violated the rights of small na- 
tions, citing the Boer republic, Egypt 
and Persia. This, he said, was the 
same England which, in 1914 declined 
a German guarantee of Belgium in- 
tegrity in case of England’s neutral- 
ity, replying that he could not traffic 
in Belgium neutrality. 

“Accusation Is Hpyecrisy.” 

The Chancellor summed up this phase 
of his speech in these words: 

“A country whose policy was and is 
such has no right to accuse of war-lust 
or barbarism or of a desire for con- 
quest a country that protected Euro- 
pean peace for 44:years, a country that 
lived only for peaceful evolution while 
others went to war and conquered other 
countries; a country that now, men- 
aced by half of the world, fights for its 
own life. Such an accusation is hy- 
pochrisy.” 

Commenting on documents recently 
rublished declared tu be secret reports 
of Belgian diplomats, the Chancellor de- 
clared they proved that Germany iad 
been attacked after long and careful 
rreparation by others for war. He re- 
viewed an attempt to arrive at an under- 
standing with England after the Moroc- 
can crisis, stating that Engiand had de- 
clined Germany's suggestion for an un- 
conditional mutual neutralily, but had 
effered to promise to make no attack 
tpon Germany without »rovocation and 
had given assurances that Kngland had 
entered into no engagement to attack 
Germany and would not.enter into one. 

“T thought,” said the Chancellor, ‘‘that 
it was not usual for civilized states to 
attack others without provocation or 
join combinations which plan such at- 
tacks. and, therefore, I thought that a 
promise to abstain from such attacks 
or refrain from entering combinations 
which plan such attacks could not wel! 
be the object of a solemn treaty between 
civilized nations.” 

The Chancellor said he thereupon sug- 
gested that “England therefore will ob- 
viously observe benevolent. neutrality 
should war be declared upon Germany.” 

This, he said, England flatly rejected. 
fearing that “it would have endangered 
her friendship with other nations.’’ This 
fact, the Chancellor* added, had never 
yet been communicated to the English 
nation. 

Premier Asquith’s Version. 

Premier Asquith, in his speech at Car- 
diff, on Oct. 2, 1914, the Chancellor add- 
ed, said he had scouted the last Ger- 
man suggestion, representing that Ger- 
many had asked England to remain neu- 
tral in the event of Germany being en- 
gaged in war. This version of the re- 
quest was untrue, the Chancellor de- 
clared. Not if “engaged in war,” he 
said, but “if war was forced upon Ger- 
many,” was what Germany asked. 

The Chancellor expressed astonishment 
that Premier Asquith, whom he char- 
acterized as an able statesman, was 
unable to see this difference. 

“Who has spread and invented fairy 
tales?’’ asked the Chancellor, in com- 
menting on the Cardiff speech. 

A short time afterward, the Chancellor 
continued, letters were exchanged trans- 
forming the triple entente into a defen- 
sive alliance, which, he declared, the

With or without the loss of Americans, the 
warningless sinking of the Arabic by a German 
submarine is a shocking and profoundly sad- 
dening event. 

Unless the German Government disavows it 
the evidence of Germany's utter disregard of 
American rights, and of the protests and warn- 
ings of our Government is convincing. If no

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COTTON BECOMES CONTRABAND. 

As one of those commodities which are useful in 

military operations but still more useful in peace- 
ful industry, cotton has been declared contra- 
band of war by the allies. This, of course, is a 
reversal of the British position during our Civil 
War, but since that time the status of cotton has 
been greatly changed by its employment in the 
manufacture of smokeless powder and high ex- 
plosives. 
: So far as the practical effects of the decision 
are concerned, the change in attitude marks a 
distinction without a difference. Asserting the 
right of blockade the allies have been holding 
up shipments of cotton consigned not only to 
Germany but to adjacent neutral countries when 
Germany has been suspected to be the ultimate 
destination. 

The staple’s sudden appearance as contraband, 
after having been recognized under precisely iden- 
tical conditions as noncontraband during a year 
and two weeks of fighting, gives ground for pro- 
test, which our Government will exercise for the 
sake of the future precedent. It can entertain, 


‘| however, little hope of altering the decision, and 


in the meantime will devote energetic effort to 
minimizing the effects on the market. 

Federal reserve bank loans on cotton to an 
nmount equal to half of the crop will be made 
available to the planters. Attempt will, be made 
to expedite such exports of cotton as the allies 
themselves will need. An understanding will be 
reached as to the maximunr amounts that may 
be sent to neutral European countries for their 
own needs without incurring risk of seizure as 
designed for German purchase. 

As the allies will require the greater portion of 
the crop, the classification as contraband is less 
to be feared than interruption of shipments by 
German submarines. The potent Government 
measures and the reduced acreage will prevent 
any such depression as marked cotton conditions 
last year.

¢ 6 T is just as well that Congress doesn’t meet 
| this year,’’ Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘The war 

has not reached a point where we can tell 
what our peril is to be, and unless we have trouble at 
once with Germany over torpedoing ships, we shall be 
in a much better position next year to judge our 
needs, 

‘‘If Congress met next Decembeg there would 
probably be little talked about but the country’s 
unpreparedness for war, and there would be so many 
conflicting plans for bettering our condition that we 
should do the wrong thing. In another year we will 
have more nearly made up our minds. We shall know 
just about what to expect when the war is over, and 
there may be such a fortunate thing as not finding 
it necessary to do anything beyond dispersing Col. 
Roosevelt and his sons. 

‘‘It is not possible now to know what the Euro- 
pean countries think of the war. They are too busy 
fighting. I have my own notion that it could have 
been easily avoided. Of course, one side says the 
other could have rendered it impossible; but that is 
not what I mean. I mean that if they were doing it 
again they would not fly at one another’s throats in 
just the way they did. They could not quite have 
known what it would mean. They know now. It 
means death and destruction beyond anything history 
has ever known, and not getting anywhere at that. 
If they accomplished anything they might feel that 
it was worth what it cost. As it is, they cannot even 
do that, They haven’t accomplished anything. They 
are in a fair way to exhaust themselves without ever 
accomplishing anything. It is not even sure that 
Germany can whip Russiz. She can chase the Rus- 
sians around, but it is a question if that disposes of 
Russia. I suspect it doesn’t. There is such a thing as 
human ingenuity making nations so equal that 
they cannct whip one another. This is my hope of 
peace. I have no other. I imagine that condition 
is about to prevail.

Why should we be vaccinat- 
ed? Because vaccination, it has been 
proved, is the only safe and effective 
protection against smallpox. 

When sholud we be vaccinated? A 
child should be vaccinated before it is 
2 years old and again when it is 12; an 
adult should be vaccinated whenever an 
outbreak of smallpox occurs. 

How should we be vaccinated? Be- 
fore vaccination a bath should be taken 
and clean uriderwear put on. 

The place sejected—arm or leg—should 
be thoroughly cleaned. This is abso- 
lutely necessary, and to do this wash it 
with alcohol or with hot water and soap. 
The skin in vaccination is scratched 
slightly by the doctor with a sterilized 
reedle, and the vaccine, which is kept in 
pure condition, is then rubbed in and 
is allowed to dry.

LEACH HITS THE FLOOR 


Slugging New York Boxer ‘Is 
Dropped for the Count of 
Eight, but Stalls.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Johnny Grif- 
fiths of Akron, O., is at least half a 
Packey McFarland. The McFarland 
half of Johnny is on his left side. 
Johnny’s left arm and hand are as fast 
and as well trained as Packey’s left. 
His right arm is merely ornamental e® 
cept when he uses it in blocking blows. 
Griffiths beat Leach Cross, although 
Leachie landed half a dozen good old- 
time soaks and twice had Griffiths 
wobbling about a bit for a few seconds. 
Griffiths is a very well-built near- 
lightweight. Stripped, he scaled 137% 


pounds ringside. He looked a clean-cut, 
quick, even-tempered and intelligent 
youngster, very _much of the McFarland 
type. He smiled continually after enter- 
ing the ring, presenting quite a contrast 
to the sullen, morose Leachie. Cross 
weighed 136% ringside, stripped. 

The bout went 10 rounds. In the first 
two Griffiths used his left snappily, 
floating around Leachie with footwork 
as deft and swift as McFarland’s own. 
In the next Cross caught him with a 
crabhing right hook on the chin, which 
staggered the Ohioan and made him 
back away rapidly for five or 10 sec- 
onds. But Griffiths quickly recovered, 
and when he came in to even-the score 
by left jabbing and left hooking Cross 
around the ring, he wore his customary 
smile of amusement. 

Griffiths’ left was a useful hand. He 
used it like a rapier, feinting and then 
shooting it swiftly in through any open- 
ing Cross happened to leave. e used 
the left for head or body, as his chance 
came, and jabbed straight, hooked, and 
at times even,swung with it. But his 
right might as well have been paralyzed. 
When he did use it, once or twice in a 
round, there was no snap or power in it. 


Cross Knocked Down. 


In the fifth Griffiths snapped a left 
uppercut against Leachie’s chin and 
Leachie flopped to the floor, where he 
took an eight count. When he rose he 
was reeling, and Griffiths, with a wid- 
ened smile of satisfaction, closed in to 
finish him. Cross was stalling. His fu- 


rious swings whistled about Johnny's 
ears, and two or three landed so well 
that Griffiths rocked. Cross finished the 
round by rushing Griffiths into a corner 
and swinging at him furiously until the 
bell rang. 

Griffiths gave a ,fine exhibition of 
fancy ducking and blocking. The time- 
keeper forgot to ring the gong until five 
seconds overtime, and in the confusion 
both kept on pelting away until the ref- 
eree rushed in and motioned them to 
their corners. Leachie’s look of surprise 
was worth coming miles to see. 

In a mix-up in the sixth Cross and 
Griffiths fell to their knees together, 
but jumped up quickly. They boxed at 
top speed. Cross, watchful and sullen, 
continually pressed in, trying to land 
one grand old haymaker. Just as watch- 
ful, Griffiths either jarred Leachie with 
left hooks or escaped Leachie’s well- 
meant swings and danced around him 
with a smile—same old smile of amuse- 
ment he wore in the first round. 

Near the end of the bout Cross redoubled 
his efforts to land the kind of a punch 
that finished Mandot. But Griffiths was 
too watchful, too clever and too quick, 
landing first when Leachie tried to start 
something. 


Griffiths’ Head Rocked. 


Griffiths was dazed for a moment after 
getting a dream-gathering slam on the 
chin in the eighth round. But he never 
showed the effect ofa blow for more than 
four or five seconds. and was active with 
his piston rod during the rest of the 
round. WLeachlie undoubtedly felt sorry 
he’d committed the indiscretion of arous- 
ing him. They fought so fast in the ninth 
that the timekeeper forgot the bell again 
and rang it eight seconds late. 

Cross started the last round intent upon 
handing Mr. Griffiths a hearty welcome 
to our city. However, Mr. Griffiths still 
had a few Western souvenirs up his sleeve 
and politely insisted upon slipping them to 
Leach Cross first. As a result, Leachie 
didn't get anywhere without running into 
Griffiths’ glove. To pile up good measure, 
in the last round Griffiths hit Leachie as 
many as three times with his right. 

If this boy’s right had graduated from 
the same university that educated his left 
hand he’d be a world-beater. And as the 
thing stands, anyone who tries to whip 
him is going to run into a Jot of trouble.

OFFIGALS AGREE 
TO MEET WORKMEN 


Settlement of Alton Trouble Ex- 
pected at Meeting to Be 
Held Next Wednesday. 


Settlement of the labor trouble at 
the plant of the Western Cartridge 


ficers of the Internatfénal Machinists 
Association at a meeting to be held 
next Wednesday night at which of- 
ficials of the company have agreed 
to meet with a committee of the 
workers. F. W. Olin, president of the 
company, who bag been in New York 
for the last month, has sent word 
that he will be back in time to at- 
tend the meeting. 

The chief difficulty in the way of 
an agreement, according to the labor 
leaders, is the effort being made to 
organize the force of about 400 girls 

© do the dangerous work of load- 

the cartridges in a building about 
three city blocks distant ‘from the 
machine works. The girls are being 
urged to ask for shorter hours and 
a 10 per cent increase in pay. 

At the meeting of all the labor bo- 
dies in Alton last night, the_ situation 
was discussed by B. F. Lamb, business 
agent of the machinists’ association, and 
Edward Carbine, a national organizer. 
The machinists are asking for an eight- 
hour day instead of a 10-hour day, and 
47% cents an hour instead of 37% cents, 
as paid at present. The tool makers 
are asking for the eight-hour day and 
an increase In pay from 42% cents an 
hour to 5&6 cents. 

Compromise Offer Declined. 

John Olin, son of the preseident of the 
company, has made the workers an 
offer of a 10 per cent increase in pay 
or Saturday afternoons off. This offer 
was declined by a vote of 76 to 46, ata 
meeting of the employes, but not half 
of the men present voted. 

In speaking of the situation with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Lamb said that 
the movement in Alton was simply a 
part of a country-wide movement due to 
the belief of the men that extra work 
is being forced upon them owing to war 
orders and for which they have not 
been offered additional pay. 

He said that any reports that German 
influence is behind the demands of the 
men are ridiculous. At the Remington 
works in Bridgeport, Conn., he said, the 
nen have been granted an 8-hou. 4ayY 
instead of a 10-hour day and the same 
concession has been made by the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Co, of the same city. 
The Winchester Arms Co. of Springfie!d, 
Mass., has granted the mien an 8-hour 
day and a 10 per cent increase in pay. 
The Pond Tool and Machine Co. of 
I‘lainfield, N. J., has granted the 8-hour 
day and a 25 per cent increase in pay. 

In considering the increase asked for 
by the men, Lamb said that it should 
be remembered that under normal con- 
ditions the various shops are closed 
fully four months every year so that 
the yearly wage of the machinists is at 
least one-third less than would appear 
At the present time, he said, the Alton 
plant is working night and day on war 
orders, in the profits of which the work- 
ers believe they should have some shave. 

The work of the men, he said, ig not 
dangerous, but requires a high degree 
of skill, all of it being micrometer 
work, with exactness required to the 
tenth of one-thousandth of an inch 
The movement for shorter hours, he 
said, has been under way for several 
vears and the Western Cartridge Co. is 
the only large firm in the Alton district 
that now requires 10 hours work. About 
3900 men are employed and the propose! 
change in hours would require an addi- 
tional shift of about 100 machinists to 
continue the night and day work, but 
Lamb said he believed the company 
would be fully repaid by better and 
faster work. 

Lamb said that the disposition of the’ 
men is not to interfere in any way with 
the progress of the work. He said that 
while a strike has been authorized ff it 
is found necessary, he belleves the pros- 
pects indicate a willingness on the part 
of the directors of the company to meet 
the men in a friendly spirit and that 
trouble will be averted.

price of the road, $18,000,000, it will pags 
into possession of the new owners, but 
will continue to be operated by the 
receivers unti! the reorganisation plans 

have been completed. 

Before confirming the sale, the two 
Judges expunged from the recorde all 
protests that had been made against 
the sale of the road.
